All over the town, wherever there 
was a flat roof, it was penetrated by 
the hail and torn up by the storm. 
The great sufferers in this respect 
being the garages, the Midland: 
Motors and the Co-operative Garage. 
and the City Garage, also Barker’s, 
Cunningham-McLarty’s and R. W. 
Ruasell’s store all sustained 
heavy damage. Fortunately the plate 
glass windows on main street were 
spared, though the upstair windows 
in the business blocks, largely occu- 
pied by the professional men of the 
town, were nearly all of them broken. 

The hail was followed by a heavy 
downpour of rain. The official re-! 
cord was 1.85 inches, but since the! 
storm on Sunday heavy rains have 
continued to fall. 

A few farms in the vicinity of Mac- 
leod were hailed, notably, as far as! 
ean be learned, those of Alex Mac- | 
donald, and Frank Cook, the Grier, 
Bros., J. Connolly and T. Laycock. 
The concensus of opinion is that the 
hail did not damage these crops ap- |

set damage occasioned. i 

The hail did not extend very far | 
either north or south of Macleod, | 
about two miles south and about the 
same distance north, though beyond | 
these limits there was a heavy rain- | 
fall which was very welcome and ac- | 
ceptable; in fact it is pretty gener- 
ally conceded that taking the district | 
as a whole Sunday night’s storm was 
more of a blessing to this community | 
than otherwise. 

General reports throughout Macleod 
district indicate that the rainfall of 
the past three days was general and

{ The policy of President Wilson and 
his views on the League of Nations 


covering the League, not only con- 
j;gratulates the President on “the 
|vision manifested and the vigor ex- 
hibited in the prosecution of the war, 
but on the exceptional achievements 
in Paris involved in the adoption of 
the League and the Treaty, so near 
akin to previously expressed Ameri- 
can ideals, and so intimately related 
to the aspirations of civilized peoples 
everywhere. 

That it is a Wilson Convention is 
shown in the endorsement given to 
the President's views of the interna- 
tional obligations of the States and 
his firm stand against reservations 
designed to cut to pieces the vital 
provision of the Versailles Treaty.

The presence of male birds in the 
flock during the summer months has 
a decidedly detrimental effect upon 
|the quality of exgs and poultry pro- 
ducers lose many thousands of dollars 
annually through the presence of 
| partially incubated and bad eggs in 
jthe produce they market. Reports 
are now being received from all parts 
of the country of the number of par- 
j tially incubated eges appearing in 
current receipts. Producers do not 
|realize that it is unnecessary for a 
| fertile egg to be placed under a 
jbroody hen to cause the germ to 
jgrow; a temperature of seventy de- 
grees is sufficient to start incubation. 
If the heat is constant the develop- 
ment of the chick will continue, but 
if it ceases or is intermittent, putre-

| becomes bad. Such eggs haves no 
place or value in shipments, and 
should they get to the consumer the 
consumptive demand immediately falls 
l off. : 
| The male bird is not essential in 
jeez production, his usefulness is over 
|when the supply of fertile eggs for 
| the season has been secured. The 
| hens will lay just as many eggs when 
the male bird has been removed and 
the eggs will be more suitable for 
|consumption, packing or storing. Fur- 
{ther, there is a distinct financial gain 
to the producer who markets infertile 
eggs, because the best trade in many 
cities offers a premium of from one 
to five cents a dozen for infertile 
CLES. 

Then there is the question of feed. 
It costs money to feed poultry, and 
with feed at its present value, the 
consumption of feed by males kept 
for no particular purpose is a serious 
economic waste. The reason for this 
is that the best prices for live and 
dressed fowl prevail in the spring 
and early summer. During the sum- 
mer the price declines, and by the 
early fall when many producers de- 
jcide to market their male birds, a

As in the past, encourage- 
ment will be confined to prospective 
land seekers, agricultural labor and 
household workers. 


The continuation and extension of 
the policy adopted to prevent the 
landing in Canada of mental or phy- 
sical defectives or all such persons 
as are likely to become public charg- 
es, and of those whose ideals, customs 
and modes of living are such as to 
render them incapable of assimilation 
within reasonable time.

Agricultuaal 
Education for 
Boys and Girls 


A man may never be too old to 
learn, but the youth is conceded to 
be more teachable than the person of 
mature age. By providing suitable 
instruction and training for the young 
men and women of the farm, more 
jlasting benefit will be conferred than 
| by seeking to make good the deficien- 
j cies of the older generation. The 
| 1918- 19 report of the Agricultural In- 
| struction Act Commissioner reviews 
the work carried on during the year 
i by the provincial departments of Ag- 
riculture and Education with the 
| funds placed at the disposal of the 
j provinces for agricultural instruction 
| by the Federal Government. This 
i bulletin is obtainable from the Pub- 
lications Branch, Dept. of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. The report indicates that 
jabout one half of the total annual 
grant of $1,100,000 is applied to the 
jinstruction of adolescents. 

For the advancement in the direc- 
tion of agricultural teaching in the 
rural schools, the grant is largely 
accountable. Along with it have been 
developed, nature study, school and 
home gardening, boys’ and _ girls’ 
clubs in poultry, pig and calf rearing, 
canning, bread-making and similar 
activities, culminating in the annual 
school fair. Practical projects of this 
kind may easily be made the medium 
for training the intelligence, because 
they are seized upon with eagerness 
by most boys and girls. 

In certain high schools agricultural 
;and household science courses are be- 
ing developed, and in more than one 
| province, special vocational schools 
of agriculture have been established 
and receive assistance from the grant. 
in developments such as these lics the 
hope for the improvement of modern 
agriculture through the rank and file 
of the rural population, to whom the 
centralized college of agriculture is 
/not available. The present day need 
is that it should be made easy for 
country boys and girls to secure an 
educational training of such a char- 
jacter as will fit them for country 
life and rural pursuits. Colleges of 
Agricultural and Veterinary Colleges 
have not, however, been overlooked; 
they also are given liberal assistance, 
Following the close of the war, the 
attendance at these institutions shows 
a marked and gratifying increase, and 
their influence in promoting the ad- 
vancement of Canada’s leading basic 
industry, Agriculture, will continue 
to make itself felt.
